Scott's son hi* private secretary. 
He 


served In that capacity for many years 
and eventually Induced Wallace to pre,- 
ssnt the famous Wallace art collec- 
tion to the British nation, for which 
Sir Scott was made a baronet. 


Sir John's fortune was bequeathed 


to him hy Lady Wallace, who left him 
about $5,000.000 In money and some 
'arge properties In France.
